To the Talakom (Lillooet) re- 
serve annroximately eight miles have 
been added, the reserve now taking 
in the entire valley of the north fork 
of Bridge river and being decided 
upon for the particular benefit of the 
beaver, which are at present there in 
numbeys and of exceptional size. The 
new Fort George reserve lies between 
the north and the south fork of the 
Fraser river, with an approximate 
length of from 60 to 70 miles an‘ 
breadth of between 30 and 40. This 
is a great moose country, containing 
also some lordly caribou and many 
mountain goats. 4 

The East Kootenay (Rockv Moun. 
taim) reserve is now established as a 
regulation game preserve of approvi- 
mately 2.000 square miles area. The 
game herein has been well protected 
during the past two seasons bv’ pro. 
scribed closed seasons, and th 
waniti now range the foothills in 
lordly bands. They are larger and 
finer animals than the Vancouver is- 
land wapiti, and are now becoming so 
numerous that by next season it is 
hoped that protection may be for x 
short period withdrawn and the hunt- 
ers obtain a chance to secure-some 
exceptional trophies. 

The difficulty in acceding to the 
several requests that have been made 
for an earlier open season for the 
Kootenay wapiti is found in the fear 
that an inrush of hunters would oc- 
cur and promiscuous slaughter fol- 
LOR, Wucieas 12 tus BpoTeMeny- wore” 
but discriminate and pick off only 
the old bulls, good instead of harm 
would really result. The feed condi- 
‘ions and the climate in this district 
are ideal for the game, and there are 
no predatory wolves to work destruc 
‘on amone the deer herds as on 
Vancouver island, the result being 
that the Kootenay wapiti have great- 
ly increased in numbers during the 
past few years.

men was set on his trail, and then 
only after a weary struggle lasting 
six weeks. 

The skin of this wolf was presented 
to King Louis, and was destroyed in 
the fire at the Tuilleries in 1871. 

Mr. Seton contrasted with this 
reign of terror the attitude of the 
modern wolf, educated through gun- 
powder to respect man. He said 
that the same change had come to 
pass in the relations of man with 
other animals, notably the grizzly 
bear, who now flees from even the 
scent of man. 

Coming to the story of the wolf 
war of 1885-6-7, Mr. Seton said before 
that time the grey wolf had. finding 
its prey the buffalo vanished, be- 
come a menace to the cattle on the 
ranges. The bounty of $5 temnted 
many cowboys, the  unsuspicious 
wolves were’easy victims of the 
poison and trap, and in those three 
years fully 100.000 of the animals 
were killed. Mr. Seton himself was 
one of the band of wolvers, and he 
told of the cunning which finally 
made the hunted remnant in the foot- 
hills too wary to be easily caught. 
Those who had not been taught frem 
experience, were taught by their fel. 
lows, who had learned to keep away 
from man, from poison, and from 
traps, and Mr. Seton said that this 
accounted for the fact that the cattle 
country in which 25 years ago the 
wolf was practically exterminated. 
was again gredpelly, filling up, the 
wolves no longer, however, being a 
menace to man. 

Speaking of the theory of language 
among animals, the lecturer gave 
the three calls whose meaning he had 
recognized among the wolves, the 
long smooth rallying cry, ‘the hunting 
cry exactly like that of a pack of 
hounds on the scent, and the savage 
exultant cry when the prey has been 
captured. 

Mr. Seton had with him a remark- 
able series of views, some of animals 
taken by the flashlight system and 
some of trees in the west. Most in- 
teresting of these latter was the 
photo of the tree which by the marks 
of the claws in the bark told the story 
of Wab’s chase of the black bear. 
Another was of the sulphur pool 
where the grizzly hero took his baths 
and still another wag of the canyon 
into which Wab wandered and died 
overcome by the poisonous gases. 
Mr. Seton remarked that the curious 
part of this familiar story of Wab 
was that the very parts to which his 
critics took the most serious objec- 
tions were the parts for which he had 
proofs. “

Some one up north will not hefr | 
from home this winter as a conse- 
quence, but the postoffice authorities 
are doing the best they can in the 
present stage of the country’s develop- 
ment.

The Romans 
imitated the Greeks, and carried 
overtindulgence to an extreme never 
equalled. Gluttony and _ intemper. 
ance reigned, and huge fortunes were 
spent in single repasts. Of the many 
feasts given by Vitellius not one cost 
less than $1,500 and his reign was 
almost a continuous debauch. Com- 
modus was a notorious drunkard, and 
cepepus Severus was not much bet- 


r. 

When Heliogabalus ascended the 
throne he had a man whose special 
task was to record the orgies. Forty 
courses a day were served at his 
feasts, each-one of which cost not less 
than $10,000. He gave fortunes to 
inventors of new drinks. 

Apicitlg spent $3,000,000 on rare 
wines and dishes. He went over his 
books one day and found that he had 
but $300,000 left. Rather than live on 
such a pit‘ance he stepped out into 
the backyard and killed himself. 

Many of the famous drunkards 
drank $500,000 worth of wine at a 
single meal. At a luncheon given 
to Cicero and Pompey by Lucullus 
$5,000 worth of wine was consumed 
by the three.

~ Prevalence of Nervous Diseases. 

There is reusun to believe that un- 
der the struin of modern conditions 
nervous disease is claiming an increas- 
ing nuuiber of victims, This belief 
derives little support from census re- 
turns or vital statistics in the large 
cities, if such #tatistics are taken at 
their face value, without close analy- 
sis. The bald tgutes show a marked 
decline in the death rate from nervous 
disease during recent years. But on 
digging beneath the surface we find 
that niuch of the decrease is due to 
the saving of infant lives from death 
by “convulsions,” a cause of death re- 
ported under “nervous diseases.” On 
going still further and ascertaining 
‘what. changes bave occurred in the 
mortality from degeu#¥ative diseaties 
‘of the heart, arteries and kidneys, mul- 
‘adies lurgely caused by nerve strain 
and abuse of the nervous system, we 
find that during the past thirty years 
the mortality from these diseuses in 
the United States registration area has 
increased 105 per cent, 

The question naturally arises, Is 
this excessive mortality, falling chiet- 
ly among the middle aged and elderly, 
& necessary accompaniment of our civ-

flization? The answer is emphatically, 
No! Neglect aud temporary failure of 
adjustment to conditions,. which have 
changed with marvelous rapidity in 
the pust balf century, are respunsible 
for this heavy loss of life. When the 
batteries of preventive medicine are 
fully. trained upon this degenerative 
class of maindies, as they bave been 
trained upon tuberculosis, typhoid and 
other germ disenses, a reduction in the 
death rate among the middle aged and 
elderly will take place quite as remark- 
able as that already attained among 
the younger members of the commu- 
nity. 
Causes of Nervous Disease. 

The conditions that give rixe-to nerv- 
ous derungemept ary so pumMmerous 
that they could not be described withb- 
in the limits of this paper. They may 
be grouped, howeves, under three gen- 
eral headings—heredity, overstimula- 
tion and understimulation. Between; 
the two extremes last mentiqned lies 
the “golden mean” of a well polsed, 
harmoniously afijusted nervous sys-| 
tem. 

Overstimulstion fs the result of the 
demands and vpportunities arising out 
of our rapidiy developing and complex 
civilization, the strenuous life calling 
for a contiuuous and rapid adjustment 
of our oands to the kaleidoscopic

changes which are going op around us. 
We sometimes forget that the tnci-| 
dents and experiences that formerly 
would have required a lifetime of 100 
years way now be crowded into a 
tenth of that period. 

Understimulation affects those who 
are outside of the maelstrom, who have 
drifted juto the backwaters. whose 
lives are so narrow that monotony 
indaces a spiritual starvation, finally 
reflected in a physical exhaustion of 
the nerve centers.

nervots child, but with all children. 
Freedom from cndue excitement and 
strain are likewise important. The 
nervous child must not be asked to 
compete either physically or mentally 
with more fortunately endowed *chil- 
dren. The very principle of “compe 
tition” should be excluded from. the 
home and schoo! life and the principle 
of “training” substituted. Work and 
play for their own sake is a higher 
ideal than the mere desire to “beat the 
other fellow.” 

The habit of early retiring should be 
especially enforced with nervous cbil- 
dren. Excitement in the evening home 
should be avoided and the child en- 
couraged to seek its rest while in a 
normal, sleepy condition instead of in 
a state of high tension from romping 
or the reading of exciting tales. 


Dangers of School, Strain. 

A clear brain and a sound pervous 
system are far more valuable posses- 
sions than a highly cultivated mind 
und a shattered nervous system. 

The nervous system of the growing 
child Is an exceedingly delicate and 
impressionable mechanism, If the de- 


mands upon it are too heavy the evil | 


intluence may reach far into adult life. 
This is especially true as affecting girls 
between the ages of twelve and seven- 
teen. The school work should be care- 
fully considered at this period, and if 
there is any sign of nervous instability 
or weakness freedom from the strain 
and confinement of school life is safer 
until the child's health and nervous 
control are fully restored: 

Nervous children and, in fact, all 
children should be examined for any 
possible local source of irritation, such 
as eye strain, adenoids, enlarged ton- 
sila, defective teeth, ete. Correction 
of these troubles may change the en- 
tire future of the individual and great- 
ly simplify’ the work of training. 


Nérve St¥ain In Adult Life. 

“Overstimulation™ has been mention- 
ed as the second great cause of nerv- 
ous maladies. This term would con- 
note with intemperance in its broadest 
sense. Many prohibitionists are ex- 
tremely intemperate.not only in their 
language, but in their manner of life. 
They drink no liquog, but they often 
eat too much and drink too much tea 
or coffee or tulk too much or work too 
hard and too «ng. 1 would not be un- 
derstood as eriticising the prohibition 
movement or the average prohibition- 
Ist, but merely wish to show that “in- 
temperance” sovers a wide range of 
activities and indulgences which may 
be injurious ty their effect. The sovie- 
ty “climber,” the business “climber,” 
the “mun about town.” the speculator, 
the glutton, the debauchee, the aver 
age “daily” dtinker, the drunkard, are 


all types of intemperance or overstim- 


ulation. 

The business drudge, the household 
drudge, the laboring drudge, the men- 
tally deficient, ure all types of the un 
derstimulated claks, upon-whom deadly 
monotony exerts its lethal power. It 
seems that when a life is confined 
within too narrew limits a condition 
of inequality or strain arises in the 
nervoux system, Ove set of cells is 
used until they are “worn to a fraz- 
zie,” and then the trouble comes. 


The Tired Woman. 

The tired woman is often the first 
phase of the nervous woman. The 
monotony of domestic routine, unre: 
Neved by that daily contact with the 
outside world whick often saves a 
man from bysteria, ia a fertile source 
of verve failure among women. It is 
my belief that every housewife needs 
a vacation occasienally. 

There is reason to believe tbat la- 
tent grief, worry or remorse relating 
to matters really long since settled is 
often responsible for neurasthenia and 
functional nerve troubléa It is de- 
sirable to get such things “out of the 
system.” Talk the matter over with 
your physician or your clergyman and 
ventilate the chamber of your mind in 
which it has been confined. The nurs- 
ing of a “grouch” is a type of this 
trouble. 


Effect of Prolonged, Strain. 

If the finest quality of bow is kept 
continuously bent it will lose its reaill- 
fency, Likewise the most finely poised 
nervous system if subjected” to con- 


| tinuous and unremitting strain will 


acquire in time a warp or twist which 
requires the most skillful and patient 
treatment to remove. The business 
or professional man who presses stead- 
ily toward some mark, grudging even 
the time given to meals and refusing 
to take tutérvuls of pest; often defeats 
his own ends. It ba’ heen contended 
that it is “worry” and not “work” that 
kills. Worry is certainly a terrible a’ 
often unnecessary health destroyer, 
but it is contrary to common sense as 
well an science to contend that the 
brain and nervous

Curious Christian Names. 


. It is, rhaps,,in the perusal of 
musty old parchmeénts and parish rey- 
isters that the reaHy curious name ix 
found. At the beginning of the 17tn 
century, and extending well into Puri- 
tan times, they are remarkably num- 
erous. Among the baptisms are such 
Christian names as Renente, Freevift, 
Restore, Constant and Faintnot.

His lighteome friends and the 
wits called him ‘‘Damned” Barebone. 
One Malcolm Groat changed his bap- 
tiemal name. from Maleolm to “The- 
abominationof- the-children- of -Am- 
mon,” with some success.
